The first Resolution was 
for the abatement of "The 
Old Time Market" at the 
address of 444 Sturtevant 
Drive. The second Resolu¬ 
tion was for the abatement 
of the structure at 38 Vic¬ 
toria Lane. 

The respective own e r s 
have ninety and sixty days 
in which to tear down the 
structures; should they not 
do so, then the City will 
complete the demolition, or 
have it done, and the ex¬ 
pense will be charged 
against the owner and If 
not paid will be collected 
through personal property 
taxes.

Brookside Lane, ord e r e d 
abated, was not done, and 
the Council gave authoriza¬ 
tion for the City Adminis¬ 
trator to secure bids and 
have the structure torn 
down.

In light of President John¬

Non-discriminatory Hiring 
By Transit District Continues 


CARROT TOP 


An affirmative action pro¬ 
gram to ■ guarantee minori¬ 
ties consideration for em¬ 
ployment during the Rapid 
Transit construction period 
was announced today by 
Southern California Rapid 
Transit District. 

The action policy was or¬ 
dered drafted by RTD direc¬ 
tors and reaffirms the Dis¬ 
trict’s long-standing, non- 
discriminatory hiring prac¬ 
tices. 

In noting that the affirm¬ 
ative action program will be 
operative during the Rapid 
Transit construction peripd, 
R'TD president Don C. Mc¬ 
Millan said “it has always 
been the policy of the RTD 
that persons seeking em¬ 
ployment and persons ac¬ 
cepted for emplo y m e n t 
shall be considered without 
regard to their race, color, 
religion, ancestry, or na¬ 
tional origin.” 

McMillan added that a 
.non - discrimination clause 
— incorporating federal and 
.state provisions — has been 
a part of all the District’s 
Rapid Transit planning con¬ 
tracts. 

At the same time the 
Rapid Transit District said 
it will propose legislation to 
appropriately provide for 
the relocation of residents 
dislocated by Rapid Transit 
construction where fair 
market value would not al¬ 
low for the purchase of a 
comparable home. 

Similar legislation affect¬ 
ing homes in freeway con¬ 
struction areas has been 
signed into law. 

RTD Director Kermit M. 
Bill, vice chairman of the 
Rapid Transit Plaixning and 
Finance Committee, made 
the motion for the affirma¬ 
tive action policy as direc¬ 
tors concluded a public 
hearing on the District’s 
Final Report recommenda¬ 
tions for first-stage Rapid 
Transit and new and aiug- 
mented bus services.
